The rare spectacle of a 
' frozen Lake Geneva has 
vanished for ever thanks to 
modern mechanical sefence. 

The 70-mile-ieng “Lake” is 
virtually part of the Rhone 
River, which Hows Into it at 
ite eastern tip near Montreux 
and flows turbulently out again 
through the city of Geneva at 
the other cnd of the lake, The 
constant movement duc to the 
river usually prevents it from 
freezing ¢ven in very cold 
winters . 

So rare is solld tee on this 
Inke that it uaeually. earns 
ayecial mention historic 
cocuments when it oe happen. 
Only once in recorded history 
has the entire loke frozen solid, 
in the year 762 A.D. Again 
in 695 the Western end froze 50

The outrush of water lowertd 
tre Ieval of the lake far cnough 
to break up the ice formations 
before they could finally 
solidify.

Authorities report that 6,000 
Americans came tast year 
pray for restoratlon of health at 

Ihe site where the pensant sirl 
Bernadette Boublrous ts sald to 
have acen oa shining “Lady in 
White” almost 100 years ago. 

The number of American 
pilgrims has Incrensed sharply 
since 1960, when they mado up 
a comparative handful among 
the 2,000,000 Europeans who 
visit the shrino every year. 

Three American children 
have prayed at the shrine and 
ba.hed in its ley waters within 
the past two weeks. The latest 
to arrive ts 13-year-old Nancy 
Hamilton of California, who 
has already lost both legs to a 
disense called  “lypho-heman- 
gioma. Doctors say her illness 
4g incurable and she has only 
from two to five years to live.

MIRACLES RECOGNISED 


Bernadette died In ao convent 
at the ogo of 35 and latcr was 
canonied as a_ saint. At 
Lourdes, storics of the henling 
powerg of the water from 
Bernadetto’sa spring began 
drawing pligrims from through- 
out France and eventually from 
all over tho world. 

Since 1858, the Chureh has 

recognised 51 miracles con- 
nected with visits to the shrine. 
In addition, 1,800 cases of cure 
“inex~ 
plicable according to sclentitic 
and natural tawa.” About 4,500 
cases where porsons have 
declared themselves cured 
following a visit to Lourdes 
have beon studied ,by Roman 

coe authorities without any 
lon. 

All patients visiting Lourdes 
are obliged to show = their 
medical history and to submit 
to a thorough ¢xamination, 
United Press.

EATH = crovked a 

beckoning finger at 

the 2562 small ships 

churning their way 
across the Channel towards 
Dieppe. It was going to be 
a big day. In the dawn of 
August 19, 1942, 6,086 
officers and men, almost 
6,000 uf them Canadiana, 
became involved in an action 
which for blind heroism 
and bad planning can be 
ranked alongside that other 
minor disaster of British 
arms, the Charge of the 
Light Brigade. 

As the assault craft touched 
down on the shingled beaches 
fieniking and fronting the town 
of Dieppe, German fre, directed 
from overhanging cliffs, pourest 
a murderous welcome into the 
packed targets of helpless men. 

At .Puyg, one of the landing 
spots, the tnemy impaled the 
advancing flotilia on a starch- 
light beam and directed them to 
their .dostructlon. : 

“In the face of almost certain 
death officers icd their men 
with great shouts that died in 
their thronts,” writes R. W. 
Thompson in his book, “Dieppe 
at Dawn’ (Hutchinson, t6s.). 
“In those first sceonds of Jand- 
ing, men died in scores on tho 

. fringe of tho wea." -

Of the 4,983 Canadians who 
went te Dieppe, only 2,211 came 
back. The dead numbered 
amost 1,000. And in these few 
hours the Cannadlan Army lost 
more prisoners than in the 11 
months of the Jaler campaign 
In Northwest Europe, or the 20 
months in which the Canadlans 
fought in Italy,

“Nobedy had told me, and I 
certainly would never have had 
the nerve to mention It, but I 
had come to realise that Holden 
was nol an ¢ven-paced runner,” 
recalls Peters. 

“Jack, I found out, “was 
slow starter, and relied on 
series of explosive sprints to 
frighten the life out of the 
opposition. Se, knowing I could 
run six miles quicker than 
Holden, 1 decided to take a 
chance by belting away at the 
start.” 

In keeping with the tradition 
that British athletics is strictly 
a spare-time sport, unadorned 
by lush expenses, professional 
gimmicks, or toothpaste ad- 
yertisement perquisites, Jim 
Peters’s day of days (June 16, 
1951) begun ag all his Saturdays 
had begun.

HEN, early in 
19th century, — it 
was first proposed 
to erect gas Inmps 

in the streets of London, 

there were many objections.
